Botanically speaking, the birch 


family includes several other trees, 
and shrubs which are not general- 
ly known as birches. The com- 
mon hazelnut and the beaked va- 
riety, ironwood, blue beech or 


hornbeam, 
green

alders as well as the various birch 
trees and shrubs' are all included 
in the birch family. 


The genus birch, that is, the 


group which is given the specific 
name "birch" in this state con- 
sists of three varieties of trees and 
two shrubs. They can be recog- 
nized in winter as well as in sum- 
mer for they all have bark which 
splits into fine sheets. 


Because of its white stripping

It is • not a wise prac- 
tice to strip the outer bark as so 
many visitors to the north' woods 
do. 


"I love this tree,", they say, cut- 


ting away big patches of the' frag- 
rant chalky bark. . If they really 
did love it they -would let the bark 
remain on the tree.

stripping exposes the. inner bark 
and causes the tree to decay. 


The'yellow birch is not so easily 


recognized. In, young trees'. the 
bark.is silvery gray or yellowish 
and of a fine texture. In older 
trees, some of which grow 100 feet 
tall, the bark becomes rough and 
dark, usually grayish-brown, some- 
times reddish-brown. However the 
peeling bark will help you to rec- 
ognize it as a birch.. 


Another test for knowing birches 


is to chew the young twigs. If they 
have a tooth-paste flavor, you can 
be sure the tree is a birch for it is 
from the inner bark of some birch- 
es that the flavoring for tooth paste 
is extracted.

AVIATION AND HIGH SCHOOLS 
It is proposed that courses in elemen- 


tary aeronautics should be introduced in 
all high schools equipped to give voca- 
tional instruction. There seems to be a 
good deal to be said in support of the 
proposal. 


Aviation is a young men's profession. 


It calls for a high degree of technical 
knowledge. What most supporters of the 
proposal have in mind is not the prelim- 
inary training of pilots, but the supply- 
ing of basic instruction in the crafts and 
sciences which are a vital part of avia- 
tion. 


Aviation needs twelve men on the 


ground to one in the air, it is said. There 
must be mechanics, meteorologists, radio 
men, all those expert young men who 
function so efficiently about every air- 
drome. The way to secure a .ready sup- 
ply of these trained young men, it is 
pointed out, is to ''start 'em early." Too, 
there is a very real possibility that this 
nation's demands will outstrip the ca- 
pacities of training schools if develop- 
ment continues at the present rapid rate. 


It can be assumed that the most eager 


supporters of the proposal will be found 
among the boys of high school age. Avia- 
tion holds a lure that probably is greater 
even than that their grandfathers knew 
when the railroads were making history 
and when every boy's chief ambition was 
to pilot an engine. 


Soviet Russia has had some experience 


with youthful enthusiasm, properly di- 
rected in aviation channels. The mass 
parachute jumps, the training of scores of 
thousands of able pilots in the soviet 
states need not supply the pattern for our 
schools. Ours should be training for the 
demands of peace. But we, at least, are 
afforded a demonstration of what m ay 
be done in fitting our youth for the world 
of the future.

get the fact. 


Ours is not the only nation which has 


guaranteed its citizens certain protections 
and privileges. Such guarantees have been 
common among most civilized peoples, off 
and on, for many centuries. But comes a 
time of turmoil and stress, some peoples 
have awakened to find their protections 
and privileges have been taken from 
them, have been suspended during the 
"emergency." 


Who will believe our progress will be 


aided by restricting liberty, rather than 
by enlarging it? 


We need to watch, to guard and protect 


our liberties zealously.

Seeking justification for the illegal seizure 


of two Spanish ships in retaliation for the 
Spanish government's act-in seizing the Palos, 
the German government, through a foreign 
office spokesman, makes the remarkable claim 
that the Palos "was clearly the victim of an 
act of piracy." 


Piracy is an effective smoke-screen word, 


but it doesn't fit the facts. According'to Byn- 
kershoek, pirates are persons "who depredate 
without authority from a sovereign," and all 
acts of piracy have this one thing in common 
that "they are done, under conditions which 
render it imi>ossible or unfair to hold any state 
responsible for their commission.'1

niracy. though just as clearly, the failure of the 
Madrid government to recognize belligerency 
in the rebellion establishes solid ground for 
the Berlin government to prove that the Palos 
was the victim of- an illegal seizure. 


We are simply moved to call attention to the 


headiness of diplomacy that misapplies the 
language of nations in the service of propa- 
ganda. We stand with Alice, objecting because 
Humpty Dumpty uses "glory" to mean "a nice 
knock-down argument," and we even antici- 
pate his scornful answer: "When I use a word. 
it means just what T choose it to mean—neither 
more nor less."—Detioit News.

SULPHUR COMES BACK INTO 


STYLE 


So many of the girls are wearing 


the quaint leg-o-mutton sleeves 
that one would not be astonished 
if bustles are not far behind, and 
no pun intended. 
Every spring I receive a number 


of inquiries about the correct way 
to take sulphur and molasses to 
clear the system or purify the blood 
or something. These inquiries are 
not nearly so frequent as they 
were twenty years ago, but thew 
still come in, so it seems evident 
that the good old spring medicine 
is not entirely obsolete. 
For years it has been my custom 


to answer these inquiries as equi- 
vocably as" possible. First I tell 'em 
a mixture of equal quantities of 
flowers of sulphur and molasses— 
that is, a teaspoonful of the sulphur 
for every teaspoonful of molasses, 
or cupful for cupful if you wish to 
mix up a batch—is right. And the 
usual dose of this "is a_ teaspoonful 
once or twice a day—say night and 
morning. Then I mention that mo- 
lasses is a mild laxative and so is 
sulphur, but that there is no other 
known therapeutic or remedial ef- 
fect. This, I suppose, is rather un- 
satisfactory, but it is the best I can 
do. 
/ 
The latest reports from the lab- 


oratories, however, may encourage 
the old timers who have put faith 
in sulphur and molasses all these 
vears. It is now suggested that sul- 
phur aids in the effects of vitamin 
A and vitamin B. and that these 
vitamins can remain inactive in the 
body if the sulphur content falls 
below a certain level. 


A treatment for arthritis by in- 


jections of special colloidal sulphur 
compounds, is gauged by chemical 
analyses of the finger nail pairings 
to determine their sulphur content. 


Perhaps a course of sulphur 


would not be a bad thing for per- 
sons who have nutritional defects 
in the nails—pitting, ridging, crack- 
ing, undue brittleness or thinness 
of the nails. 
It is even suggested that the habit 


of biting the nails may in some in- 
stances be due to a craving for sul- 
phur. . . 


These are more or less specula- 


tive 
observations. I don't know 


whether plain sulphur (flowers of 
sulphur, sublimed sulphur}, as or- 
dinarily 
used medicinally, will 


serve every purpose, or whether 
some hifalutin "organic" sulphur 
compound will be exploited as es- 
sential. 
There are plenty of foods which 


furnish organic sulphur, such as 
wheat, beans, peas, egg, cheese, 
oatmeal, watercress, horse radish, 
mustard, flaxseed. 
The 
body 
normally contains 


about 5 ounces of sulphur. 


One fine thing about the old sul- 


phur and molasses "spring tonic" 
is that it can never do any harm.
